A statement, issued today, 
sald from small beginnings al- 
rendy made, particularly in 
British Guinna, “mechanisation 
may well come to play a vital 
part in rice production in 
Malaya and Borneo.” 

The Government intends to 
Increase, from 4,000 to. 10,000, 
the number of acres under me- 
chanical cultivation in British 
Guiana in the near future, and 
experiments are already under 
way in Malaya. 

According to the Colont!al
